ANY people associate the 
degdays 
of 
midsummer 
with dogs mad and other- 
w**e. The truth of *»e thing, how ­ 
ever. is that dogs and dogdays have 
nothing to do with each other. 
The term “dogdny»“ is popularly ! 
applied to the hottest part of the 
summer. 
By calendar maker» at­ 
tempts have been made to give 
definite dates to the period.

beginning varies from July 3, the 
date fixed by British calendars, to 
July 24. the4a«e given in American 
almanacs.
